O  R  D  E  R

On September 6, 2007, East Casey County Water District (“East Casey District”) 

applied for approval to adjust its rates pursuant to the purchased water adjustment 

procedure. KRS 278.015 and 807 KAR 5:068.

The Commission, having reviewed the record and being sufficiently advised, 

finds that:

1. East Casey District purchases water from the city of Liberty (“Liberty”) and 

from the city of Russell Springs (“Russell Springs”). 

2. Liberty notified East Casey District that, effective with the May 1, 2007 

billing, Liberty’s wholesale water rate to East Casey District would increase from $2.00

per 1,000 gallons to $2.38 per 1,000 gallons. Russell Springs notified East Casey 

District that, effective with the May 16, 2007 billing, Russell Springs’ wholesale water 

rate to East Casey District would increase from $1.50 per 1,000 gallons to $1.68 per 

1,000 gallons.  East Casey District proposes to increase the water rates to its customers 

effective October 7, 2007. Both notices of wholesale water rate increases were 
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referenced in East Casey District’s prior application for a purchased water adjustment, 

Case No. 2007-00316, the record of which is incorporated herein by reference.1

3. East Casey District proposed a purchased water adjustment factor of 

$0.44 per 1,000 gallons.  

4. During the 12 months ended June 30, 2007, East Casey District 

purchased a total of 224,308,080 gallons of water and sold 186,196,760 gallons.  The 

increase in the cost of purchased water is $81,722.07, resulting in a purchased water 

adjustment factor of $0.44 per 1,000 gallons. 

5. The purchased water adjustment factor of $0.44 per 1,000 gallons is fair, 

just, and reasonable and should be approved. Since East Casey District is already 

incurring the increases in its wholesale water rates, and as East Casey District had 

previously applied for a purchased water adjustment to reflect these increases, and as 

its application was denied solely because its wholesale suppliers had failed to provide 

proper notice to the Commission, East Casey District’s proposed retail rates should be 

approved effective on and after the date of this Order.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The rates proposed by East Casey District are approved.

2. The purchased water adjustment factor of $0.44 per 1,000 gallons as 

calculated in Appendix A is approved. 

3. The rates in Appendix B, attached hereto and incorporated herein, are fair, 

just, and reasonable and are approved for services on and after the date of this Order.

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4. The proposed tariff sheets filed by East Casey District are accepted as 

filed, except as noted herein with respect to the effective date.
